It’s the perfect example of what our 
town’s about: coming up with out-of-the-
box solutions to help each other when 
we need it most.

Our renovations of Delaware 
Gardens Park and the opening of our 
extremely popular pickleball courts 
were just the beginning. Pennsauken 
has recently received a $500,000 grant 
for Tippin’s Pond that will reshape an 
already awesome piece of property. 
We’re also moving forward with the 
transformation of the Pennsauken Skate 
Park, creating a world class environ-
ment for adults and young people to 
enjoy a non-traditional sport that is 

both a fun exercise and a great form of 
self-expression and individuality. Our 
ultimate goal is to interconnect as many 
of our outdoor spaces as possible, al-
lowing Pennsauken residents to get 
outside, be safe, and enjoy themselves 
with their family and friends.

The only exception to this is if decora-
tions, lights, tinsel, etc. are left on the tree 
and/or if the tree is flocked (decorated 
with artificial snow). This means the tree 
needs to be placed out for trash on your 
trash day.

pool/natatorium 
• Outdoor courtyard/dining area 
• Baking classroom in partnership with 

Puratos Corporation  
With these proposed improvements, 

Pennsauken Public Schools will be able 
to create a direct kindergarten through 
12th grade pathway for our students in 
our gifted and talented programs; de-
velop a unique baking program with Pu-
ratos Corporation, the only one of its 
kind in the United States; provide a vari-
ety of additional academic and athletic 
opportunities for all of our students; and 
create elite facilities that benefit the 
Pennsauken community as a whole. 

It is our hope that a student would be 
able to say they are in culinary arts, joined 
the marching band, and is a competitive 
high school swimmer. If a student wants to 
play ice hockey, be on the crew team, 
and/or join the swim team, while welding 
and being in our magnet high school divi-
sion, all those things will be possible in our 
school district. If there is a yes vote by our 
residents on December 14, 2021, all this will 
be possible in Pennsauken Public Schools. 

We are growing and our enrollment 
numbers will not dictate the opportunities 
that we can offer to our students. These 
changes ensure that no matter how much 
our enrollment expands, every child will 
receive sufficient opportunity in academ-
ics, athletics, and vocational careers.  

There is a minimal tax impact for this 
final referendum. Question one is a $1.66 

a week increase, and Question 2 is a $1.15 
a week; for $11.04 a month, all these 
changes will be possible and Pennsauken 
Public Schools will be complete. 

For years, Pennsauken Public Schools 
had a declining enrollment, and the repu-
tation of our schools was not in a positive 
light.

It involves some young kids from 
South Philly, live Christmas trees, and the 
police. 

This is the story of when Frank Sina-
tra almost burned down South Philadel-
phia. Well, maybe not exactly. But I did 
need to get your attention, didn’t I? 

To be clear, I am not the Frank Sinatra 
in this story. It’s my dad when he was a 
kid living in a rowhome on 8th and 
Reed, in the early 1950s. And he’s not the 
only person involved in the incident. 
There’s my Uncle Lou, Dad’s younger 
brother, and several kids from the neigh-
borhood, whose names have never been 

mentioned.  
It's after Christmas, and South Philly 

families have begun throwing out their 
live trees, discarding them by the curb. 
Now when left to their own devices, 
neighborhood kids come up with 
some… interesting ideas on how to en-
tertain themselves, particularly back 
then. Oftentimes, these ideas are not the 
smartest things to do. In this case, my fa-
ther, my uncle, and their friends decided 
to gather up as many of these trees they 
could drag and pile them up along a 
wooden fence in an alley. 

This is the moment where things get 
really good. 

Someone, in their infinite wisdom, de-
cided it’d be fun to light these trees on 
fire. Let’s think about that for a second. 
Dried-up evergreens + wooden fence + 
fire = a conflagration of epic proportions 
and a plume of smoke that could be seen 
from the PSFS Building.  

Enter the police, sirens blazing, enter-
ing the alleyway in dramatic fashion. 

Kids scatter, desperate to avoid the long 
arm of the law and the longer spoons of 
their folks. Dad looks around and Uncle 
Lou is nowhere to be found. He’s on his 
own. There is a narrow route of escape: 
a small gap between a brick wall and the 
cop car. Dad makes a break for it. As he 
squeezes past, the car door begins to 
open. An officer, his arm outstretched, 
makes an attempt to apprehend one of 
the hoodlums, perhaps the ringleader of 
this band of miscreants. Hoping for the 
collar of a coat, the officer instead grabs 
a fistful of air, as my father sprints for 

daylight and freedom. 
The reason I get a kick out of this 

story is that my father is the most re-
sponsible, stand-up person I know. I can-
not picture this man, a highly intelligent 
mechanical engineer and project man-
ager who dealt with admirals in the U.S. 
Navy during his career, doing something 
this crazy. In a way, it’s refreshing. We’re 
all human. We’ve all done things that 
when we look back at it, we marvel 
about how we didn’t get seriously in-
jured, arrested, or worse, caught by our 
parents. Plus, notwithstanding the acci-

dental arson and destruction of public 
property, it’s pretty damn funny. And if 
that’s how Dad was a kid, it’s nice to 
know that the apple hasn’t fallen far 
from the tree. 

For you and yours, I wish you a very 
Merry Christmas, a Happy New Year, 
and a joyous holiday season. And if you 
have a real tree and you’re ready to take 
it to the curb, maybe you want to avoid 
a certain section of Penn Orchard. Just 
sayin.’ And don’t worry, Dad. The statute 
of limitations ran out years ago.

(Family Features) Many people may 
recognize the term “lupus” and think of 
it as an autoimmune disease that can 
cause joint pain and swelling, but you 
may not be aware lupus impacts an esti-
mated 1.5 million Americans and can af-
fect many parts of the body. 

The disease that causes the immune 
system to attack its own tissues mainly 
impacts women, who make up 9 out of 
10 lupus patients. Genetics also play a 
role in lupus; if you have a family mem-

ber with lupus or another autoimmune 
disease, you are at greater risk. 

Some racial and ethnic groups are 
also at elevated risk, including those of  
Black, Asian American, Hispanic/Latino, 
Native American and Pacific Islander her-
itage. Additionally, Black, Hispanic/ Latino 
and Asian American lupus patients are 
more likely to develop complications, in-
cluding kidney damage, also known as 
lupus nephritis, and these patients tend to 
have worse outcomes than white patients. 

Lupus nephritis – kidney swelling and 
irritation caused by lupus – affects up to 
60 percent of patients with lupus, accord-
ing to the American Kidney Fund. It can 
cause permanent kidney damage, called 
chronic kidney disease, which can affect 
your quality of life. People with lupus 
nephritis also have a higher chance of 
heart problems, blood vessel problems 
and developing certain types of cancer. 

Symptoms of lupus nephritis include 

weight gain, fatigue, joint pain or swelling, 
muscle pain, fever, high blood pressure 
and frequent urination. Because some of 
the symptoms of lupus nephritis can also 
look like symptoms of other diseases, it’s 
important for lupus patients to talk to 
their doctors about testing their kidney 
function regularly. Testing your kidney 
function involves a urine test to look for 
protein and a blood test to check for

The Pennsauken-based Loaves and 
Fishes Food Pantry, run out of Mary 
Queen of All Saints Parish on Camden 
Ave., has been recognized by the Dio-
cese of Camden for its service to the 
community. In October, the volunteers’ 
dedication to Catholic Ministry in South 
Jersey earned the pantry a Bishop’s 
Medal; and last month, Loaves and 
Fishes’ work with the poor and vulnera-
ble was recognized by Catholic Charities’ 
Disciples of Mercy Awards. 

“I have such a wonderful group of vol-
unteers who work with me,” explained 
Mary McGinley, the longtime Penn -
sauken resident who has been coordinat-
ing the Loaves and Fishes Food Pantry 
for the past 20 years. “The pantry would-
n’t be here without them. They do it with 

a giving heart.” 
McGinley explained that the pantry 

averages about 45 families a week. The 
clientele consists mainly of the working 
poor, people who go paycheck to pay-
check and just need a little extra help, 
particularly when something unexpected 
comes up. 

“One bad week can be the difference 
from getting your car fixed or having a 
meal,” said McGinley. “When these peo-
ple just can’t make it, they come to us. 
Families can last three to four weeks on 
what we give them.” 

In addition to working with the Food 
Bank of South Jersey, volunteers collect 
food from both Aldi Food Store and 
Rastelli Market Fresh in Marlton, as well 
as the Target on Rt. 73 in Voorhees. They 
fill a van with approximately 1,500 

pounds of food, including fresh produce, 
quality meats, pastries, bread, and spe-
cialty frozen foods. In addition, parish-
ioners, as well as individuals who have 
“adopted” the pantry, fill baskets with 
personal donations. On Thursdays and 
Fridays, several different groups sort do-
nated items, check expiration dates, and 
set up meat and dairy refrigerators. On 
Saturday mornings, the actual distribu-
tion begins, with additional volunteers 
handing out pre-packaged boxes of non-
perishable food, along with meat and 
dairy items. From stocking the shelves to 
handling the substantial amount of pa-
perwork, the work of a few truly impacts 
so many in need.    

“It is a full-time crew working all these 
jobs,” explained McGinley. “The people 
who work at the pantry are so commit-
ted. They’re both adults and young peo-
ple. I have seniors who have been 
involved for 10 years. The kids who only 
have to do 15 hours of community serv-
ice are giving me more than that. It’s un-
believable; it’s what makes the pantry as 
successful as it is.” 

“I have been amazed and humbled by 
the organization skills of Mary McGinley 
and the core team of volunteers who are 
able to do this every week throughout 
the year,” said Fr. Ed Friel, pastor, Mary 
Queen of All Saints Parish. “What is 
more important is their dedication to 

those who come for the food each week. 
There is always a compassionate, re-
spectful approach to each family.”

I recruited my 
mom and dad to be my taste testers for 
this visit and relied on their candor for all 
things, especially food.  

Ordering, as with most Chinese take-
out joints, was quick and easy. Food was 
ready in about 20 minutes. We ordered a 
variety of dishes. My dad got the Happy 
Family dish because it’s a perfect combi-
nation of many proteins and he generally 
enjoys the flavor. Dad really enjoyed it 
and his platter came with a good serving 

size of food. He said he would eat this 
dish again. 

My mother ordered shrimp with veg-
etables. She ordered the smaller size, 
which came with a side of white rice. If you 
are hungry, definitely opt for the larger 
portion. Mom wasn’t a fan of this dish. The 
veggies and shrimp were cooked well, but 
it was a little lacking in the flavor depart-
ment. This wasn’t something she’d think 
about ordering again. We did get a side of 
shrimp fried rice, which she did enjoy.  

I ordered the extra spicy Kung Pao 
shrimp. This was the first time I requested 
extra spice at a Chinese takeout spot, and 
they actually delivered some heat. I was 
a big fan. They got brownie points for 

that. The wonton soup was also really 
good. It wasn’t overly salty, which you 
can often find in takeout soups like this. 
My parents enjoyed this too and you got 
a TON of wontons.  

If you’re really in the mood for some 
Chinese takeout, No. 1 Chinese Restau-
rant is an option that does the trick. 
They’re local, quick, follow COVID 
safety guidelines at pick up, and are very 
decently priced. I know that when it 
comes to takeout, we all have our fa-
vorite/go-to local spot for good takeout 
fare but it’s worth taking a trip to No. 1 
Chinese Restaurant and seeing for your-
self. Trying something new is important 
for any foodie, so remember to enjoy

waste products in your blood.

doctor, called a nephrologist. Treatment 
for lupus nephritis focuses on preventing 
additional kidney damage. It’s also im-
portant to recognize lupus nephritis can 
impact your mental health, too. These 
tips from the American Kidney Fund 
can help you navigate your care and 
cope with lupus nephritis: 
• Ensure your kidney function is tested 

regularly and you are referred to a 
nephrologist. 

• Keep records of your symptoms, tests 
and test results so you can share them 

with your doctors in detail. 
• Consider medication to lower your 

blood pressure, if directed by your 
health care provider, which can help 
lower the amount protein in your urine. 

• Write down questions you have for your 
doctor and bring them to your next visit.  

• Take notes on what your doctor says 
during your visits. 

• Find healthy ways to cope, such as 
meditating, journaling, or exercising. 

• Take a diuretic, or water pill, if directed 
by your health care provider, to help rid 
your body of extra fluid, which can 
raise your blood pressure and cause 
strain on your heart. 

• Talk to a professional, such as a mental 
health therapist, counselor or social 
worker, to help understand and process 
emotions, improve coping skills and ad-
vocate for your needs. 

• Join a support group to connect with 
others who have similar experiences. 

• Ask your doctor for handouts or sug-
gestions for where you can go for more 
information. 

• Don’t be afraid to get a second opinion 
if you feel your doctor is not taking 
your concerns seriously.

The staff and board of the Penn -
sauken Free Public Library are heart-
broken to share the news that Stephanie 
D’Angelico, our beloved colleague of 25 
years, has died after a years-long battle 
with cancer. She bore it all with grace, 
good humor, and determination. 

Over the course of her career at 
The Pennsauken Free Public Library, 
Stephanie held a number of roles, mak-
ing herself indispensable to the smooth 
running of the library and a treasure to 
her coworkers. Over the years, she 
worked as our Head of Reference, Sys-
tems Librarian, and Interim Director at 
least three times. 

None of this captures what a delight 
she was to work with and to befriend. 
Stephanie knew everything about how 

the library works 
and was everyone’s 
go-to person when-
ever any of us had a 
question about some 
nitty gritty detail, 
from how to get the 
staff entrance door 
to lock if it wasn’t co-
operating, to the trick to get paper towels 
out of the dispenser in one piece. When 
faced with a dilemma, we can always 
find a good solution by asking ourselves, 
“What would Steph do?” 

Stephanie noticed things and would act 
to improve them immediately. She knew 
before you did that the Kleenex box on 
your desk was running low and would 
quietly replace it. She knew by name 
every patron who walked through our 
doors, and would check in with our most 
devoted readers to let them know when 
a new book by their favorite authors was 

coming in. During the worst days of the 
pandemic, she reached out to many of our 
most vulnerable patrons to make sure 
they were not dangerously isolated.  

Stephanie was generous, almost to a 
fault, but you could never tell her no be-
cause it brought her so much joy to make 
someone else’s day better. She quietly 
added extra money to gifts and dona-
tions, and always included everyone in 
traditions, like treating the entire staff to 
delicious takeout from Montegrillo’s, es-
pecially on days when her favorite of 
their dishes, seafood bisque soup, was 
available as a special. She didn’t just treat 
everyone; she made sure to customize 
the order to accommodate everyone’s 
nutritional needs and allergies.  

Stephanie was the type of colleague 
you could call any time, day or night, with 
technology questions. During one of her 
several stints as Interim Director, she 
often had to field calls from our security 

company in the middle of the night 
when one of our alarms went off for 
some reason. The scope of her techno-
logical expertise made her an excellent 
and patient teacher to so many of us who 
found technology upgrades daunting or 
scary. For decades, “Call Stephanie!” had 
been our immediate response to internet 
outages, unintelligible printer error 
codes, or new software going haywire.   

Stephanie was the essence of public 
service: competent, kind, and dedicated. 
Nobody cared as much as Stephanie did, 
about everything. She was also a lot of 
fun and was possessed of a zingy wit. She 
proudly celebrated the successes of her 
beloved New York Yankees, a gutsy thing 
to do here deep in Phillies country, and it 
was a mark of how universally adored 

she was that no one would dream of has-
sling her about the posters and memora-
bilia showcased in her office.  

Her combination of professionalism, 
deep care, and open heart made her the 
kind of person we all feel incredibly for-
tunate to have known and loved. We 
miss her so much.
